ProviDENCE, April 7.—Not until day-
light this morning was the tedious count of
vesterday's ballots completed in the cities
of Pawtucket and Newport snd in & number
of the larger rural districts,. The Repub-
lican gains indicated in Inst night's
telegrams to THE DISPATCH wers main-
tained, and were increased as the houm
rolled by, and by noon the most sanguine
Demoerat was ready to concede that the
party of protection had made practically a
clean sweep. Not all of the Republican
State ticket had secured majorities, but any
who fell behind were certain to be placed
in office by a Legislature heavily Republi-
can in both branchas

Brown, Republican, bas 198 majority
over Wardwell, Democrat. Melyille Bull,
Republican, is elected Lieutenant Governor
by 1,031 majority. George H. Utter has
237 majority aud ia re-elected Seoretary of
State. There iz mo election for General
Treasurer, Samnel Clark, Republican, lack-
ing 147 of a majority. Robert W. Bur
bsnk, Republican. lacks 607 of s majority
for Attorney General. The total vote cast
was 54,736,

The Legislsture Not in DoubtL

The Legislature bas a Republican major-
ity of 14 on a joint ballot, not ecounting the
Lieutenant Governor, who vote§ In the
Senste. The Benate stands 23 Republio-
ang, 10 Democrats, 5 yet 1o be chosen; the
House 37 Republicans, 19 Democrats, 16 yet
to be chosen. Two Democratic and one Re-
publican Assemblymen are elected in this
city, and snother clection will have to en-
sue for the remaining 10. Comstock, the
Democratic candidate for Senator in this
city, only lacked 53 of a majority.

By the official count in Newport two
Democrats are elected and three are yet to
be chosen. The Republicans made a clean
sweep in Pawtucket, Lincoln and Cuomber-
land. Providence and Woonsocket gave
Mr. Wardwell & majority for Governor, and
Woonsocket returned a Demoecrstic As-
sembly ticket. The Democrats gained an
Assewblyman in Foster, Soituate, West
Greenwich and Johnston, but the loss in the
supposed Democratic strongholds of New-
port, Pawtucket, Lincoln and Caomberlrnd
accomplishes the rout. The ocomplexion of
the Legislature insures the return of Mr,
Aldrich to the United States Senate,

Protectionist Reserves the Winners.

Leaving the financial side of the contest
out of the question, it was the proteotion
reserves which won the |batile, Tha
Democratic vote 1s over 3,000 larger
than last vear, which then had a
fair plorality, but the Republican
strength shows ac increase of 6,500,
which is a gain of about 33 per
cent. This isa tremendous addition, and
the Democrats apparently adopted the
wrong tactics when ther commenced a free
trade crusade and ealled out voters who
have been staying at home in recent years

The Prohibitionist vote has fallen off
sbout one-fourth, and this loss is evidently
composed of old-time Republicans who re-
turned to the eolumn to assist in the march
to vietory. The Peaple's party ticket eut
no figure, and only received about 200 votes
in the entire State.

The Democrats have been endeavoring
to-day to fizure out just what struck them.
There were reports current that the BSaoell-
Hill contingent in Khode Island had been
more than lukewarm on the quiet, in order
to prevent Cleveland receiving any of the
credit if the formerly wsolid Republican
State Lad gone Democratic in a Presidental
year.

Boodie Biamed Mere Than Treachery.

All the Democratioc msoagers, though,
from Chairman down, say there is not the
slightest renson to suspect such treschery.
The disappoisted politicians place tha en-
tire responsibility for the result upon Re-
publican boodle.

There is at least one rural district in the
State in which the open use of money on
the suction plan is practically admitted, but
the on was @ non-partisan one. The
distriet is pominally Republican, but has
been the sceng of s bitter factional fight.
As a result, the Democratic candidate for
Senator formed a combination with the Re-
publican nominee for Representative, and
viee versa

According to all these sccounts, which
nobody takes the trouble to deny, votes for
these rural smooth-line tickeis were prao-
tically openly bid for at $5, 7 and $10
apiece, varying with the apparent progress
of the contest, The Democratic Senator
was elected by s good majority, and the Re-
publican Representative on the deal with
him had an even bigger lead.

Governor Brown'a Happy Man.

Governor-cleet Brown was the most jovial
citisen in Providence to-dsy. To Tme
DISPATCH correspondent be said: “I am
Pmdg{&.mlt—notﬂlpemﬂ
matte r, for such considerations had little or
wothing to do with the struggle,

but becmuse I am  honored with
election at the same time the Btate
Is redeemed to the Republican party
and the protective poliecy. In my opinion
the Demooratic snd Mugwump movement
in New England has spent its fores and
Rhode Island and Massachusetts will,
under orainary circumstances, go for our
electoral ticket this fall, with very little
trouble. Connecticut will, I suppose, as
usual, be joined to her Democratic idols,
but other Yankee Biates will be in line™

Candidate Wardwell places the responsi-
bility of his defeat largely upon the free
silver agitation, which alienated those inde-
pendents who have been voting with the
Democracy of late years. The Rhode Isl-
and platform was fully os sound upon this
subject ns that of the Republicans, but the
independents pointed to the votes of a ma-
Jority of the Democmtic Congressmen, sad
were, to say the least, indifferent.

Faith In Tariff Reform Unshaken,

They claim to be as good tariff reformers
as ever, but want definite guarantees as to
the position of their late alliea uwpon the
white metal before traveling in the same
company again.

The Republicans, as & rule, are not dis-
cussing details They are mosily busy
celebrating the result. BSenstor Aldrich is
particularly happy, although he found time
to say that the returns were a sufficleat an-
swer to those who said Rhode mant-
tacturers had demanded free wool.

The nexs important event in New Eng-
land politios is the Massachusetts Demo-
eratic Convention which meets in Boston to-
morrow, with 2,000 delegates in attendanece.
A large majority of them favor Cleveland,
but there is a disposition on their part to
send an uninstructed delegation to the Chi-
cago Convention. Some of them, however;,
are in favor of pledging the Bay State vole
to the ex-President, and there may be a

MELBOURNE, AUSTRALIA, April 7.—

The Jury Finds Deeming Asleep.

When the taking of testimony was con-
cluded the Coroner ordered Deeming to
stand up. The prisoner, however, took no
notice of the command, apparently having
fallen ssleep. A policeman standing by
then shook Deeming and he awoke with a
start, looking up at the officer in a sur-
prised and inquiring maoner. The Coroner
repeated his order for the tEri.ncm.el' to arise,
and when he had done so the Coroner asked,
“What s your name?"’

Crespo
has fled, and his present whereabouts are
unknown, . The defeat is smaid to be due to
the faet that has not yet armed all
his troops, as the rifles and ammunition des-
tined f::’hil use were kept in uenece
of the close wateh of the Government’s men
along the coast.

PHILADELPHIA’S SALOONS,

An Increase in the Retall and a Decresse
in the Wholesale List,

PHILADELPHIA, April 7.—The names of
the successful applicants for liquor licenses
for the year 1892 were handed down to-night
by the Judge of the License Court. Three
thousand and fifteen applications were made
tor retail licenses, and of this number 1,388
were granted. This is an increase ot 135
oyer last year, when 3,358 applications were
filed and 1,233 granted.

Last year 1,5;; applieations were made
for wholesale licenses, and 538 were granted.
This vear the number of applications was
but 563. The falling oft is accounted for by
the inerease in the cost of a license, $1,000,
as compared with $500 last yeasr.

Miller Tells His Own Story.

There has been so much misrepresentation

Pive
or #lx years ago a dootor by the name of
Hunter came to our section. Hoehstetler at
once took it into his head that Hunter was o
8py sent out to wateh the moonshiners, and
approached me at least 5 times in to
killing Hunter, but { wounld have nothing to
do with such a job. I never stole horses or
mnde enunterfeit money, and 1 didn't want
to commit murder.

One night, about 1 o'clock, Hochstetler
woke meup.

Head and help kill Hunter he wounld kill me.
I refused puﬂively to go, and from that 3,
Hoohstetlior has been my bitter snemy. On
another oocansion 1 saw him chas! ‘hrnwlf
with a knife in his'hand, swearing woul
ku.!dher. I interfered, and again he threat-
en me.

Hoohstetler put all sorts of storfes in elr
oulation, intending to ruoin my standin
Two years ago the Freundsohaft, or llliels
distiliers' organization, was broken up. Old
Hochstetler At once set about organiging
another one—the “New Constitution,” th
ecalled it. Old Hochstetler was the hea
man; he made the laws and oaths, and the

DYNAMITE THE WEAPON

Used to Rid Himself of the Worries
of the Workaday World.

BURIED IN A BIG HOLLOW TREE

He Explodes Beneath His Feet Three Bticks
of the Explosive,

BLOWIRG HIS BODY INTO LITTLE BITS

[SFECIAL TELEGRAM TO THE DISPATCH.]

WiLsesBARRE, April 7.—The people of
Port Griffith bave been greatly excited over
8 horrible case of suieide in their midst
Michael Curry, an old and well-known resl-
dent of the village, ended his life by an ex-
plosion of dynamite. Curry was about 50
years of He was a rockman by ocon-
pation, and he had been engaged st the
business for years. He was married and
leaves a widow and family. Ordinarily he

was of & very peaceable and quiet nature,
but with & very peeuliar disposition.

About three mounths ago Curry, whils
under the influence of liguor, behared in
an ugly manner and made threats against
the members of his family. The latter, be.
lieving their lives in danger, had him ar-
rested and he was committed to the county
jail. There he remained until Thursday of
last week, when one of his neighbors, & man
named Tigus, became his bondsman and he
was relensed. s family kept a closa
watch over him, treated him kindly and
endeav by various means to e his
mind from such evil intentiona. Oa Sun-
day last, it is thought, he altempted to
drown himself.

Mrs, Carry's Goodby to Her Husband,

Yesterday Curry put in doing some car
penter work about the homse, his wife hav-
ing placed him at the same in order to re-
lieve his mind. At about 4 o'clock in the
afternoon he left the house, and Mra
Curry, s short time afterward, saw him
strolling up the side of the hill in the rear
of the house. She spoke to him and afters
ward returned to the house,

This was the last seen of Curry alive. As
he did not return home last night, at 4
o'clock this morning Mre. Curry started out
to search for him. She had not been gone
long before she came scross a sight that
horrified her. Lving in the buahes, on the
side of the hill in the rear of the house, wus
the horribly mutilated trunk of her hus-
band’s body. Only the trunk remained,
and the entralls were missing. The head,
arms and legs were gone.

A trea told the story of the
tragedy. The tree was a large one and the
trunk was hollow. There wasan entrance
large enough to admit the body of a man.
Curry crawled into the hollow of the tres
and placed three large sticks of dynamite
under his feet, When everything was in
readiness he ignited the dynamite, snd tree
and dynamite wers blown to atoma,

The Body Blown Into Serapa

Nothing remained of the tree but a small
stump. Four other trees adjoining were
also demolished. One arm of the unfort-
unste man was found banging in a small
tree 300 yards away.

A portion of the head was found hanging
on & tree several hundred feet from the
seene of the explosion. A little boy climbed
the tree and brought the piece of head
iiiwl:. It was banging by the hair on =

m

The right foot was found ina clump of
bushes. The shoe was shattered, but the
flesh on the foot was found intaet. The
watch the man earried stopped at 8:03. This
was probably the time of the explosion.
Some of the people mldinthin the vieinity
heard s Joud report at that time in the
evening, but thought nothing of it, as they
supposed some miners were blasting coal in
the mines underneath. s

An investigation showed that from the
box of dynamite in the cellar of Curry's
home three sticks were missing. The re-
mains—what could be found of them—ware

laced in a box and taken to an undertak-

ng establishment. Deputy Coroner Ren-
niman was notified, and he visited the scena
of the suicide this evening. Ie learned
the facts in the case and then decided that
it was clearly a case of sulcide, and that an
inquest would be necemr{. Curry was
at one time cpnsidered well-to-do, having
made considerable money in sinking slopes.
He was an expert in handling dynsmite,
which he used quite extensively inhis busi-
ness.
